In aases .where railroads declined to sell at 
the prices fixed by physical va|iiatit?n Ihe government would 
be at liberty'to go into (lie open niarkel and buy stocks, bonds 
and other securities sultjcjerit to obtain control. 


Of course, the government could'iiot go into the railroad 


business without money,; .and so Mr. Rupley's bill provides for 
an initial appropriation' of $250,000;000 as a starter.
